Jimmie H. Davis, by ordering 
the closing of this pro-Commu- 
nist, pro-integration organiza¬ 
tion. 

The record of this pro-Com- 
munist front is so long it would 
take pages to compile a com¬ 
plete documentation. 

Briefly, James A. Dowbrowski 
is the Executive Director of the 
SCEF. He has 61 known citations 
for pro-Communist or subversive 
activity. Dombrowski was a 
leader of the Communist High¬ 
lander Folk School, Monteagle, 
Tenn., a Communist training 
school, which recently was 
ordered by the courts to pad¬ 
lock its doors. 

Listed as President of the 
SCEF is Aubrey Williams, with 
43 known pro-Communist cita¬ 
tions and also a leader in the 
Highlander Folk -School move¬ 
ment.

Then on August 29 , The Shreveport 
Journal, published an article about 
the SCEF. It said, "A U.S. Senate 
Committee in 1954- said that the 
Southern Conference on Human Welfare 
was formed in 1938 by the Communist 
Party to spread its propaganda 
through the South. After this organ¬ 
ization was cited as subversive, it 
changed its name to the Southern Con¬ 
ference Educational Fund, the commit¬ 
tee said. The SCEF has been cited as 
a Communist front, records show. 

"The officers of the old conference 
were "retained oy the hew one', accorn^ 

ing to the committee report. 

In speaking of James Dombrowski (see 
our letter), the Shreveport Journal 
says the Caddo Parish "sheriff's of¬ 
fice records showed that Dombrowski 
signed a petition in 1941 in defense 
of the Communist Party, was one of 
the founders of the Red-tinged High¬ 
lander Folk School in Monteagle, 

Tenn., and has been connected with 
other leftist organizations. 

"The SCEF," adds the Journal,"is lab¬ 
eled as a Communist front by the in¬ 
ternal Security Subcommittee of the 
Committee on the Judiciary of the 
United states Senate, according to 
records." 

On-August 31, 1962 r the Jackson-Daily 
(Please see other side) 
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Neva bared a confident ia^note by Carl Braden, comimmisL rieid. secretary 
for the Southern Conference Educational Fund. The note revealed Braden 
conducted "workshops" and promoted integration ideas throughout Mississ¬ 
ippi. 

Carl Braden's background 

In the same issue the Jackson Daily News said "Carl Braden is an iden¬ 
tified member of the Communist Party who serves as field secretary of the 
SCEF, an organization cited as a front for the Communist Party. 

"He served for 10 months in the federal pentitentiary in Greenville, 

S. C., for contempt of Congress. 

"He was sentenced to 15 years in prison and fined §5,000 (on Dec. 13, 

1954) for dynamiting a house he bought. (The U.S. Supreme Court reversed 
this conviction on June 22, 1956). 

""It"was charged '’the dynamiting was a Communist plot to Incite a racial 
disorder in the city (Louisville).' 

"Richard Arens, staff director of the U.S. House of Representatives Sub¬ 
committee of the Committee on Un-American Activities, told Braden at a 
hearing in Atlanta in July of 1958: 

"'Sir, it is our understanding that you are now a Communist, a member 
of the Communist Party; that you have been identified by reputable wit¬ 
nesses under oath as a Communist, part of the Communist Party which 
is a tentacle of the international Communist conspiracy. 

"'It is our information further, sir, that you as a Communist have been 
propagating the Communist activity and the communist line principally 
in the South; that you have been masquerading behind a facade of human- 
itarianlsm; that you have been masquerading behind a facade of emotional 
appeal to certain segments of our society; that your purpose, objective, 
your activities, are designed to further the cause of the international 
Communist conspiracy in the United States.' 

"Brad en invoked the. First Ame ndment many times during-the committee- __ 

hearing in Atlanta...He challenged the 'pertinency' of the committee's 
questions. 

"He says he studied for the Catholic priesthood from 1928 to 1950, when 
he halted his formal education. Braden worked for several newspapers and 
labor publications... 



"The House Un-American Activities Committee and the Senate's Internal 
Security Subcommittee has cited the organization as a Communist front... 

"The supreme Court later upheld his contempt conviction. He started serv¬ 
ing his sentence on May 1, 1961, and was released on Feb. 1 of this year." 

On Sept. 1, 1962, the Jackson Daily News said it had intercepted an in¬ 
flammatory registration form to be completed by Negroes attending "work¬ 
shops" and "seminars" that "are conducted under the sponsorship of Carl 
Braden, an Identified communist who recently visited Mississippi to drum 
up support for voter registration and integration activity. 

The Jackson Daily News called special attention to Question No. 19: 

"Do you think that a .transit ion—t.o_the_communist—aystem—of—g-o-vemmest- 

would better or worsen the lot of the Negro in Misslsslpoij? • -

If there is any American who at this 
late date has not discovered we are living 
under a police state dictatorship, the 
events in Mississippi during the past 
weekend should be enough to convince 
him. 

Eisenhower set the example in Little 
Rock in 1957, when he invaded the sov¬ 
ereign state of Arkansas with armed para¬ 
troopers. The Democratic Kennedy clan 
now has compounded the Republican gen¬ 
eral’s crime against the people by send¬ 
ing U.S. soldiers and marshals into the 
peaceful little community of Oxford to 
wage war on the townspeople and on the 
students of the University of Mississippi. 

Attorney General Bobby Kennedy has 


down in law enforcement at Oxford. But 
the attorney general must be even more 
immature than he seems if he thinks the 
American people do not understand the 
governor's hands were bound in federal 
shackles. Seventeen hours before Ken¬ 
nedy sent steel helmeted, club-wielding 
marshals into Mississippi to force the en¬ 
rollment of Negro James Meredith at the 
University of Mississippi, his brother had 
federalized the Mississippi National 
Guard, thus depriving Governor Barnett 
of the main strength by which he might 
have hoped to keep the peace. 

Just as surely that the blood 
spilled at Little Rock must forever 
stain the hands of Gen. Eisenhower, 
the murder and assaults committed 
at Oxford must be laid at the door 
of the^ Kennedy brothers__. 

Negro James Meredith will never 
know a day of peaceful attendance at the 


University of Mississippi. Left-wing ex¬ 
tremists who have championed his cause 
must be happy, indeed, that his crusade 
c has-cLaimed-the Rves-o£lwo,menJbroughL = 
injuries to 79 others, and imposed an 
expense of countless thousands of dollars 
upon the taxpayers. 

Gov. Barnett was right in opposing 
integration in Mississippi, just as Gov. 
Orval Faubus was right in opposing it in 
Arkansas in 1957. It is good to know that 
Gov. Faubus and Gov. John Patterson of 
Alabama are standing beside Gov. Bar¬ 
nett now. At the same time, it is sicken¬ 
ing to think that there should be hesi¬ 
tancy on the part of any other Southern 
governor to do likewise. Especially re¬ 
volting is the do-nothing attitude of our 
own Gov. Jimmie H. Davis, who was 
elected to office on a pledge that he 
would go to jail before he would allow 
Louisiana’s public schools to be inte¬ 
grated. 

As Gov. Faubus observed Mon- 


President Kennedy to occupy Mis¬ 
sissippi with federal troops than 
there was for Khrushchev to send 
Russian soldiers into Hungary. 

President Kennedy and his brother 
have cited “world opinion” as an excuse 
for the tragedy they have heaped upon 
the South and the nation. There can be 
little satisfaction for American citizens 
in noting that the strongest support for 
the invasion of Mississippi has come from 
Tass—the official Russian news agency— 
the same source which undoubtedly ap¬ 
proves wholeheartedly of President Ken¬ 
nedy’s cowardly acceptance of Commu¬ 
nist troops within 90 miles of American 
shorelines. 

If the tragedy of Mississippi serves 
to awaken the American people before 
the rest of their Constitutional liberties 
'are* stolen awayTtiierTperhaps the“sacri r 
fices of this past bloody weekend will not 
have been in vain. 1

JACKSON, Miss. — The 
leadership in Mississippi 
feels that it has accomplish¬ 
ed its first objective in the 
Meredith case which was 
to force the Kennedy broth¬ 
ers to use troops if they in-, 
sisted on forcing a Negro 
into the University of Mis¬ 
sissippi. 

And they feel that they will 
win their second objective which 
is to force the Kennedys to keep 
troops at the university if they 
insist on Negro James Meredith 
remaining in the school. 

This assessment comes from 
former state Sen. William Rain¬ 
ach of Homer, a close personal 
friend of Gov. Ross Barnett and 
of the leadership in the state, 
■who has been in Jackson, Miss., 
since Monday.

An Associated Press dispatch from Washington quoted Putnam, who auth¬ 
ored "Race and Reason," as saying! 

"I think we may be equally sure that Lincoln would have had nothing 
but contempt for these latter-day Reconstructionists sitting in Wash¬ 
ington and elsewhere who at bayonet point would force the Negro into 
schools and other social situations with white children against the 
wishes of the parents."

Here.is what the Catholic Encyclopedia, Vol. I, P. 145, says:

!• Paternal Admonition. This'-is the first step. "The prelate, either 
personally or through a confidential delegate, informs the suspected 
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person of what has been said about him, without mentioning the source 
of information, and without threat , but urges amendment. If the party 
suspected can at once show that there is no basis for suspicion, 
nothing further is to be done in the matter. If his denial does not 
banish the doubt about him, the prelate should try by persuasion, ex¬ 
hortation, and beseechings to induce him to avoid whatever may be a 
near occasion of wrong, and to repair the harm or scandal given. If 
this is not effective, the prelate may begin the judicial procedure. 

If the proofs at hand are Inadequate, this is not advisable;, he should 
rather be content with watchfulness, and with using negative penal¬ 
ties, such as withholding special offices and, where no slur could be 
manifest on the suspect's reputation, by withdrawing those before 
held. If the suspect does not answer to the summons, the prelate's 
suspicion reasonably increases, and he should then depute a reliable 
person to seek an interview with him, and to report to him the result. 
If he should refuse to deal with the delegate, the latter in the name 
"o f-^tTfie^ dWlegd t'iKg" : pr eTfi te"'s hbuld t h rough' a not h'e r ~or "by letter send a 
second and third peremptory call , and give proof of the further re¬ 
fusal, with evidence that the summons has been received; now the sus¬ 
pect is presumed guilty." 

2. Canonical or legal admonition. This is the second step. "The as¬ 
sumed half-proof is strengthened, first, by the contumacy of the sus¬ 
pect; secondly, by his confession of the charge in question. An ac¬ 
cusation issuing from a reliable person, as also a prevalent evil 
reputation, may supply for the defect of proof needed for indictment. 
For the paternal admonition it is enough that this evil reputation 
should be spread among less reliable persons, but for the legal ad¬ 
monition the evil reputation should emanate from serious and reliable 
persons. The legal admonition is to a great extent akin to the summons 
to judgment. It is always desirable for the suspect, and for the hon¬ 
or of the church, that the prelate should arrange the matter quietly 
and amicably. Hence he should by letter or through a delegate whose 
authority is made known, summon the suspect, informing him that a ser¬ 
ious charge has been made against him. The summons, if not responded 
to, should be made a second and a third time. If contumacious, the 
suspect gives ample ground for indictment. If there be any urgency in 
-t-he-caae-, one peremptory summons—declaring-it-to take the place-of 
the three, will suffice."(This, of course, applies only to legal ad¬ 
monition but it does not mean that the several steps outlined under 
paternal admonition are to be removed - Editor). "The prelate may 
still feel that he has not enough evidence to prove the delinquency. 

He may allow the suspect to purge himself of the suspicion or accus¬ 
ation by his oath and the attestation of two or more reliable persons 
that they are persuaded of his innocence and that they trust his word. 
If he cannot find such vouchers for his innocence, and yet there be 
no strictly legal proof of his guilt (though there are grave reasons 
for suspicion), the prelate may follow the legal admonition by a: 

special precept or command , according to the character of the sus¬ 
pected delinquency. The infringement of this precept will entail the 
right to inflict the penalty which should be mentioned at the time 
the command Is given. This must be done by the prelate or his delegate 
in a formal legal way before two witnesses and the notary of his 
curia, be signed by them, and by the suspect if he so desires. The 
paternal admonition is to be secret; the legal admonition is a recog¬ 
nized part of the 'acts* for future procedure." (Reason for the pub¬

"There still exists within our community several areas of racial dis¬ 
crimination of which we are well aware.

IT IS NO WONDER the Communists have made such headway in this country 
when we read In the newspaper of an attack on an anti-Communist pro¬ 
gram by one who is ex pected to help defeat the Reds and to whom Cath¬

"The assumption of all-goodness of us," Mr. Baxter wrote, "and all¬

In an editor*s note, The Tlmes-Picayune commendably explained: "State 
law requires that the State department of education arrange for an¬ 
nual seminars for high school teachers and students to provide them

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THE RIGHT TO PRAY 

In seeking an amendment to the U. S. 
Constitution that will restore to the Ameri¬ 
can people the right to have prayer in the 
classrooms. Senator Everett Dirksen of Illi¬ 
nois is adopting a cause that has immense 
popularity with the U. S. public. 

Several years ago, after the Supreme 
Court handed down its edict against prayer 
in the classroom, the Gallup Poll reported 
that over 80 per cent of the American peo¬ 
ple disapproved of the court’s decision. 

Speaking in Washington recently. Sen¬ 
ator Dirksen summed up his stand in these 
words: 

“I do not intend to let nine men tell 190 
million Americans, including children, where 
and when they can worship .” 

The immediate cause of Senator Dirk- 
sen’s indignation was the action of the 
Supreme Court December 13 when it re¬ 
jected an appeal from a group of parents 
in New York State. They had sought per¬ 
mission for their children to be allowed to 
pray voluntarily in their classrooms. It 
was the first case involving voluntary 
prayer to reach the Supreme Court since 
its 1962 decision banning prayers spe¬ 
cifically prescribed by public school of¬ 
ficials. 


One of the prayers that the children 
wished to say in the New York school case 
was the familiar grace before meals: 

“God is great » God is good. And we thank 
Him for our food.’ 

What kind of Supreme Court is it that 
• would forbid children to say such a prayer 
in their schools? If the court can prevent 
such a prayer in school, then one must 
suppose it also can decree that soldiers 
going into combat in Viet Nam may not 
attend religious services in military camps. 
This would be the next logical step for the 
prayer-banners—that soldiers not be al¬ 
lowed to speak of God in their foxholes. 

Now, the laws of a country have to be 
built on a broad consensus in the minds of 
the people. Surely, there is the widest pos¬ 
sible consensus to be found in the United 
States on the subject of the right to pray. 

This isn’t an officially Godless state, as is 
the Soviet Union. From the founding of the 
republic down to this present day, religion 
has been a vital part of American life. Public 
ceremonies include prayers by clergymen. 
! The Congress begins each day’s deliberations 
with a prayer. American money bears the 
legend "In God We Trust.” When naval 
vessels are commissioned, prayers are read 
j while the crews stand by with bended heads, 
i The armed services have chaplains who are 
commissioned officers paid by the United 


States government. The President pats His 
hand on a Bible when he takes the oath of 
office. So how can the Supreme Court deny 
to schoolchildren the right to voluntary 
prayer? The answer is that the court cannot 
ban prayer with any logic or justice. 

The Supreme Court was created to main¬ 
tain justice in the United States. But it is 
not dispensing justice when it says a small 
child cannot thank his God when he is in 
the classroom. The court has declared it¬ 
self absolutely "opposed to segregation, 
yet it is determined to segregate school- 
children from contact with God through 
prayer. 

Can the court argue that such prayer is 
subversive of our Constitution or way of life? 
Tbe court has granted all sorts of freedoms to 
communists, who want to overthrow the 
United States. It has said that the states may 
not enact laws dealing with subversives. It 
has given communists tbe right to travel to 
certain places where the government does 
not want them to go. The Supreme Court has 
upheld civil disobedience and permitted near 
riot conditions to exist at the expense of re¬ 
spectable communities. But the Supreme 
Court will not let a child pray to God in the 
classroom. 

Hopefully, the American people will 
rally to Senator Dirksen’s splendid effort 
to regain for the people one of their funda¬ 
mental rights.

DEAR CONGRESSMAN BOGGS: Your vote to enlarge the House Rules Commit¬ 
tee proved to us one thing - that what we have to fear in the South¬ 
ern fight for liberty is not Northern oppression or even NAACP-Com- 
muniet pressure but rather the betrayal by our own leaders. 


Five Louisiana Congressmen, yourself included, voted to pack, or in 
effect purge the House Rules Committee, and that number was the mar¬ 
gin of defeat for the South. By your action you have helped destroy 
a safeguard that has stood throughout the years against the arbitrary 
advancement in Congress of legislation without proper consideration 
of merit or consequences. 

Obviously, you have forgotten your constituents back home in your 
willingness to either succumb to political pressure or to promote 
your own personal interests. Your Machiavelian vote against the South 
may well sound her death-knelll 

Your Joint statement attempting to explain why you voted to enlarge, 
pack, stack, liberalize, water down, or purge the House Rules Commit¬ 
tee is, to our way of thinking, extremely weak, factitious and there¬ 
fore unconvincing.
